The firing of cannon at early dawn, at the 
places designated in the programme,announced 
te our citizens that the time bad come te do 
honor to the American flag, and also to show 
their devotion to.the government under which 
we live. Hundreds of persons emerged from 
their dwellings immediately on hearing the 
report of the first cannon, to witness the 
morning's salute. 

By 8 o'clock the streets were thronged with 
carriages, horsemen, citizens on footand some 


thousands of Juveniles of both sexes, from , 


the twenty-one wards of our city, including 
pupils from many private institutions, sueh as 
the High School, the Academy, Mousley’s ad- 
vance school, &c., wending their way to the 
place appointed for the formation of the pro- 
cession. The sight was really. an interesting 
one. Considering the vastnes@ of the multi- 
tude that came together to pay another tribute 
of respect to the memories of these great and 
good men who fought for our national freedom, 
it was certainly a matter of surprise; and | 
would have been more so in other cities, to see 


the perfect order in which the procession 


moved through some of the principal tho- 
roughfares of the city. 

It brought many pleasing and some peculiar 
reminiscences to our mind when we saw a 
remnant of the Pioneers of '47, bearing, in 
front of the immense train, their banner,’on 
which is inscribed every man's name who Was 
of the 143, and.who made the first roads into 
‘this once desert country.

We presume the Edged tool makers and Gun- 
smiths looked welJ, but the shades of the cut- 
) tings from the pine and balsam so compleely 
enshrouded their countenances, and the wag- 
ons in which they rode that we could not dis- 
cern who was within. Their motto was 
‘‘True to the Constitution and Union.’’ 

The Carpenters took along a frame building 
on wheels; the Wood-Turners a turning lathe, 
the Wagon Makers a wheel, and some of each 
craft were busy planing, turning and making, 
and driving spokes. The Cabinet Makers, 
Carvers and Upholsterers ease’’ upon the 
furniture their skill had produced. Their 
caravan, which was 26 feet long, drawn by five 
yoke of cattle, was nicely decorated externally, 
and elegantly furnished with ‘‘the workmap- 
ship of their own hands’’ internally. 

The Coopers, Stone Cutters, Masons, Plas- 
terers and Bricklayers all carried with them 
tools and suitable. embijems. of their craft. 
There was algo a specimen of stone turning in 
the procession, done by Mr. Walker of the 
20th Ward.

They had & splendid 
flag upon which was painted a fat ox, a fine 
sheep avd a bog which represented one weigh- 
ing about 400 lbs. Above this was the very 
excellent motto, ‘‘Good for the Constitution.’’

The 11th 
Ward had a nice school and excellent motto en 
their banner, ‘‘We thank God for our moun- 
tein home. 


Mr. Wm. Willes, an excellent school teacher 
of the 12th Ward, had a good collection of 
scholars. Their mottoes were ‘‘Scions of the 
sires Of '76;’" ‘Truth and Liberty.’’ 

The display from the 18th Ward was charac- 
teristic of the people who reside there. Among 
the numerous flag and banner mottos we were 
enabled to copy the following as the procession 
passed: 

“Innocence will prevail;’’ ‘‘Purity;’* ‘‘Ex- 
celsior, pupil's banner;'’ ‘‘Goodness is great- 
ness;'’ *‘Lovers of truth;"’ ‘‘Love and truth;’’ 
‘*Defenders of Zion."’ The banner containing 
the last two mottos had an Eagle represented 
with his outepread wings; underneath that was 
the Bee-bive, an inkstand, a pen and a book 
indicative of nationality, industry and learn- 
ing. 

The serenade band now came up, playing a 
lively air.

The mottoes chosen by the 18th Ward gave 
evidenee of the sentiments of the people who 
dwell there. The first was, ‘‘Life, Liberty and 
the pursuit of happiness;"’ the other ‘‘The 
kingdom of God or nothing.'’ 

_ It affords az much pleasure to mention here 
that President Brigham Young's children were 
the most suitably dressed for the ocvasion of 
any that we noticed. They wore good, plain 
clothes that would not spoil with the liberal 


supply of dust which we were favored with on 
the 4th. 


Our attention was called to the children of 
President H.C. Kimball, as they rode in an 
omnibus, 32 in number, if we counted rightly. 


They appeared to be happy, and, like their 
father, cheerful. 


A great number of children were also in at- 
tendance from the 19th, 20th and Sugar House 
Wards. 


The Indian children, many of whom have 
been saved from an untimely end by our citi- 
seas procuring them of the indians, came 
cheerily along, baving a banner with this 
prophetic motto upon it, ‘‘We shall become 
a white and delightsome people.’’ 

The direction taken by the procession was 
down Gecoad West Street to the Court House, 
thence up Second South Street to First 
Kast Street, thence up sald street to President 
Young's mansion, s04 then down to the 
Bewery in the Temple block, at which time a 
salute of thirteen guns was fred. 


The vast concourse of people was called to 
order, and the Nawvoo Baad favored them 
with the ‘‘Star Spangled Banner;"’ Prayer was 
offered by Chaplain Pettigrew; Rallo's Band 
thes played “Hall Columbia,"’ after which 
Jobn R. Clawson, Esq,. read the ‘‘Declaration 
of Independence.''

Hon. John V. Long delivered the following 
address .— 


FELLOW-CITIZENS: — 


Eighty-five years ago to-day the patriots 
and heroes of this our beloved country, by 
their representatives in Congress assembled, 
placed upon paper a plain and somewhat pun- 
gent account of their grievances and suffer- 
ings, occasioned by the ——— of the 
mother country; and, coupled with this, was a 
solemn declaration of their rights and their 
future Independence. They claimed and con- 
tended for life, liberty and the free, untram- 
meled pursuit of happiness. ‘They thoroughly 
ventilated and exposed to the gaze and severe 
censure of the long oppressed inhabitants of 
this continent, that most unreasonable and in- 
consistent of all the abuses of human govern- 
ments—tazation without esentalion. 

The result of this was the inauguration, by 
the British government, of what was designed 
to be a war of subjugation. Many skirmishes 
and some bloody battles were fought, and for 
seven long years the,veterans of ‘76, under the 

neralship of that unflinching patriot George 
Weahiogton, contested every inch of ground. 
At length they were successful; they had the 

ratification of seeing their independence ac- 
Knowledged by most of the Euro powers, 
before the close of the eventful year 1783. 
Now whether it be right and proper to assert 
that the distracted condition of England's 
Colonial possessions in India, ber riots and in- 
surrections at home, and the continental wars 
im which she was engages was the cause of 
that most eccentric of kings so soon acknow- 
ledging the right of the people of this vast 
country to govern themselves, is a somewhat 
ical n, aad one which it would 

not be interesting to expostulate upon on 
the present occasion, and especially in an age 
of laconics like this. Suffice it now to say that 
government was organized, thirteen Inde- 
pendent States articles of confederation, 
the machinery of a Republican form of govern- 
ment was soon put in working order, and un- 


der that government thie nation was biessed 
for upwards of half s century, with unexampled 


— 


call a conven purpose 
consideration, the propriety of resisting the 
general government, andon the !9th of Nov. 
they passed an ordinance declaring null and 
void certain Acts of Congress relating to pro- 
tective duties. The governor and legislative 
assembly shortly afterward expressed their ap- 
proval of the measures adopted by the conven- 
tion, thus placing themselves in an attitude of 
open rebellion; but re the energy and 
timely interference of President Jackson it was 
nipped in the bud; Miss Caroline had to suc- 
cumb when she saw that the indomitable spirit 
of Gen. Jackson was really roused. , When the 
departed herv of the ‘‘Hermitage”’ exciaimed: 
‘The Feperat Union, it must and shail be pre- 
served’ the rebels were awed into submission. 
Still, notwithstanding this humiliation she has 
been steadily preparing to secede, but of late 

ears she has done so with a vigorous perti- 
nacity that is unsu . On the 20th of 
December last, she did what she has been 
laboring for years to accomplish. 

The above declaration of Gen. Jackson is the 
grand motto enbalmed in the momory, and 
should be emblazoned on the banner of every 
American citizen, native and ed, those who 
were born upon the soil, the offspring of foreign 
ancestors, as well as those who have more re- 
cently flown from kingly oppression, and made 
their last resting place on earth, in this ‘Land 
of the free, and home of the oppressed of all na 
tions.”’ 

Other southern States were soon effected 
with the contagious fever of secession, and 
scheming politicians have taken pleasure in 


| fanning the unhallowed flame; this bas been 


the chief of their business and the delight of 
their souls for the last twenty years; but until 
the Presidential election of 1852, they had 
made very little progress. After that time the 
abolition party began to assume much greater 
proportions than it had done at any previous 
period. The gigantic strides made by this 
class of Republicans, of course, tended greatly 
to fan the flame already enkindlec in the bo- 
soms of the pro-slavery men of the South. 

Strife and contention have since increased 
with unparralled rapidity, and the buining 
antagonism of one party against the other, bas 
burst forth like an uncontrolable volcanic 
eruption. The noble edifice is now plainly 
seen to be on fire, some mighty — are 
now surrounded by the insatiable flames, 
blazing rafters are giving way, the roof falling 
in, and the house is divided against itself, but 
instead of the two sides falling apart it is to be 
feared that they wil) fall wpon each other; 
should this, which now appears inevitable and 
entirely beyond the power of human wisdom 
to prevent, be the final result, both sides of 
the building will be utterly destroved. 

In this nation the blessings of a kind provi- 
depoe, to the tillers of mother earth have been 
superlatively great. In no part of the world 
has mineral wealth tncreased with such amaz- 
ing speed as in this. In the cotton-planta- 
tions of the South, and in the wheat fields of 
the North, the unchangeable goodness of the 
Supreme Ruler of the univerge bas been alike 
manifested, but alas! not appreciated by either 
one party or the other. They have forgotten 
God, persecuted and put to death his servants 
and anointed ones, and, like Palestine of old, 
they will receive a jost retribution. 

Those very States and Territories that are 
now encouraging this unhappy strife of brother 
against brother, but a few years back boasted 
of their loyalty and of their devotion to the

mountains to chastise the Saints, and with an 
exteriinating bloodthirstyness which threat- 
ened to consame their vitals, they came in 
all the arrogance of their pride to destroy 
from the earth the most loyal, and the only 
truly law-abiding citizens dwelling upon the 
land over which the mighty eagle spreads his 
protecting wings. 

Yes, here in Utah is genuine patriotism and 
honest loyalty! Menin Deseret do not

Mr. Eprrorn:— 

Excitement here bas ceased to be excitement, 
we are no longer haunted with the idea that 
we may ateny time awake and fiud ourselves 
in irons orour city in flames, thatI say has 
ceased to be a vision, and we now look upon 
our government as something more thana 
mere sectional party in power; this I find has 
been the change’in Maryland and some parts 
of Virginia. Here weare all for the Union, 
of course, although mostof our citizens were 
opposed to Lincoln b+ cause of bis reported ab- 
olitionism; but, since he has been among us, 
we have learned that they were only reports. 
Mr. Lincoln is not an abolitionist, by any 
means, he is what anybody, but a Secessionist, 
would call a Whig. 

‘The release of the confederate soldiers taken 
prisoners at Fairfax Court-House has created a 
great deal of dissatisfaction among the soldiers 
in that affray; they argue**had we been taken by 
the Secessionists, we should bave been hung, 
while they are released on taking the oath of 
allegiance to the United States." 

About eight hundred. of our city soldiers 
have been sent off;itis not known whether 
they are sent to Harper's Ferry, or to be 
stationed on the Maryland line, the latter 
more probably.
